To the Members of the Vermont Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company : 

The Directors herewith respectfully submit their forty-eighth 
Annual Report. 

The business of the Company, for the year just closed, has been 
large ; the number of policies issued being 6,372, which is 374 more 
than for the preceding year. The amount insured during the year 
is $8,941,239, and the premium notes taken are $990,023.72. The 
amount at risk, August 1, 1875, is $41,109,837; notes in force 
$4,100,436.73, a net increase in notes, for the year, of $163,985.53. 

The past year has been unprecedented for the great number of 
fires in this State ; and the losses sustained by this Company, as well 
as by all other companies doing business in Vermont, have been ex- 
ceptionally heavy. Our assessment this year, in consequence of 
the se\ ere losses (3| per cent.), is about 4 of one per cent, above 
the average, but our losses are all settled and paid, excepting 
about $3,600, not yet adjusted, and we have no reason to anticipate 
another year of such extraordinary losses. 

It has ever been the design and purpose of the Company to insure 
the property of its members for the actual cost of insurance, consist- 
ing of the annual amount of losses and expenses. When to this 
is added the fact that no payments are required in advance from 
the insured, except to meet current expenses and losses of one 
hundred dollars, or less, this Company is, both in theory and fact, 
cheaper and sounder than any company founded on other princi- 
ples. Its capital amounts to over nine dollars and fifty cents to 
each one hundred dollars insured, while the average of the stock 
companies is less than two dollars to each one hundred dollars in- 
sured. This general rule of insuring at actual cost is carried out 
in detail in each of the different classes of property insured by the 
Company ; so that each class bears its own burden. To this last 
rule there is one exception to a precisely exact distribution of bur- 
dens to each class, and that is in the fact that, as a matter of pru- 
dence, a margin is reserved on hazardous property to cover the 
extraordinary losses to which that class of property is liable.

Iu the first class, consisting of dwellings, sheds, barns and con- 
tents, including its share of cost of new office, land and furniture, 
the losses and expenses for thirty years, ending August 1, 1875, 
were $1,032,837.62, and the receipts from said class for the same 
period were 939,312.77. 

In the other four classes denominated hazardous, 3,921 policies 
are in force, covering $8,082,054. Premium notes in force $2,356,- 
148.64. The receipts for the thirty years ending August 1, 1875, 
in said four classes, were $1,138,891.55. The losses and expenses, 
including their share of cost of office, land and furniture, were 
$989,859.26.
